The fuſte is 
to read diligently the worde of 
GOD concerning thoſe matters 
about which they are to pray: & 
what then? this will bea meanes 
not onely to dirct himbutalſo 
to quicken the heart more fir- 
uentlie todeliuer his prater. This 
1s euident by a compariſon. The 
beames of the Sun deſcending, 
heat not before they come to the 
earth or ſome ſolide body where 

| they 
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they may reflet; and then by 
that meanes the earth and aire 
adioyning is made verye hot : e- 
uen ſo the Lorde ſendes downe 
vnto vs his bleſſed worde cuen 
as beames and the goodly ſun- 
ſhine,and thereby hee {peakes to 
our harts:now, when wee make 
our praters of that which wee 
haue read, Gods worde 1s as it 
were reflected, and ourharts are 
thereby warmed with the com- 
fortable heat of Gods holy ſpt- 
rit, to powre out our prayers to 
GOD moreteruently, The le- 
cond meanes 1s to pray to GOD 
that he would ſtrengthen vs with 
his ſpirit that wee might be able 
to pray, as it is praQtiſed P1.143,t 
The third means, is the confide-

pleaſe him. A man that is to pray 


muſt thinke on this,and bee hea- 
uy for it. And happy, yea a thou- 
ſand times happy are they, who 
hauegracegiuen them to ice this 
their ſtate and to bewaile it, And 
further itis not ſuſhcjent to con. 
feſſe our {innes againſt our mer- 
Cifull Father, but wee mult ſette 
downe with our ſelucs neuer in 
(uch ſortto offende him _ 
al 
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and toleadeanewe life. . This 
point 15 verie profitable for theſe 
times . For manie there bee that 
when anye croſle or fickenefle 
comes on them, they will praye 
and promiſe repentance and all 
obedience to Gods worde, if it 
ſhal pleaſe God to deliver them: 
but this vſually is but in hypo- 
critte;they difſemble with GOD 
and men. For when their ſtcke- 
neſle 1s paſte, like a dogge that 
hath beene im the water, they 
ſhake their cares and runne 
ſtreight with all grcedineſle to 
their former ſinnes. Is this to 
call G O D Father? No, hee 
that dooeth this ſhall not haue 
G O D to bee his Father; bur 
the manne that is wounded in

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neuer wittingly and willingly to 
offend God againe. 
7.Laltly heere wee are to ob- 
ſerue that he which would praie 
muſt be indued with the ſpirit of 
adoption : the workes wherof in 
the matter of prater are twofold. 
Thefirſt ro moue him to crie 8& 
call on God asa father, Itisno 
caſte thing to pray, For to a man 
of himlelte itis as cafie to moue 
the whole earth with his hand; 
how then comes it that we pray? 
Irisa bleſſed worke of the ſpirit. 
Ro.8.15,Wehauc received the ſpirit 
of adoption. Y Y hereby wee cry Abba, 
that is father, & Ro,8, 26. likewiſe 
the ſpirit helpeth oar infirmities: for 
wee knowe not what 10 pray-4s wee 
onght : but the ſpirit it ſelfe maketh 
requeſt. And Zach-12,10,The ho- 
lye Ghoſt is called, The ſpirit of 
grace 
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grace and deprecations or praters. 
Well then, the man that would 
praye, muſt haue GODS ſpirit 
to bee his Schoole-maitſter, to 
teache him to pray with grones 
and f1ghes of the hart, for the 
wordes make not the praicr but 
the grones & delires of his hart, 
and a man praves for no more 
then hee delires with the hart, 
and hee which deſires nothing 
ma notatall, butſpendes lip- 
abour. The ſecond worke of the 

ſpitit,is to aſſure vs in our conſci- 
ences that wee are inthe ſtate of 
gracereconciled to God.Rom.s 
16. The ſpirit of adoption beareth 
witneſſe with our ſpirits that wee are 
the children of God. And this in- 
ward certificate of the ſpirit in all 
exerciſes of inuocation is verye 
neceſlarie : for he which _ 
O 
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this aſlurance, if he beſecureand 
benummed in his fins, will not, 
and if hee bee touched in confci- 
ence for them, for his life he dare 
notcall G O D Father. Allo this 
confutes the opinion of the 
church of Rome.which teacheth 
that a man muſt doubt whether 
hee beeadopted or no, For how 
canaman truely call God father 
when hee doubts whether he be 
the childe of God, orno. Itis a 
miſerable kind of praying, to call 
God father and to doubt whe. 
ther he beea father. Indeede itis 
true that doubts will often ariſe, 
but itis our duty to ſtrive againſt 
them and not to yeeld to them. 
Yea but(ſay they)to bee certaine 
of Gods mercyc is preſumption. 
Tanſwere, if it be preſumption,t

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diſpoſition. Foes are either prt- 
uate or publike : publike foes, 
are either enemics to our coun- 
try as Tyrants, Traitors, &c.or 
enemies to our religion as Iews, 
Turks,Papitſts, Infidels,Atheiſts.

31, lord 1 praze thee bring the coun- 
ſell of Achitophell to fookſbneſſe, 
And thus did the Apoſtles praye 
againſt their perſecuters. Actes,4, 
verſe 29. 0 lorde behold their threat 
nines,and graunt unto thy ſeruantes 
with all boldneſſe to ſpeake thy 
word. 
Dneſtion, Dauid vieth impre- 
cations againſt his enenues, in 
which hee praieth for their vtter

3. Again weare here admont- 
ſhed to vie the action of praicr 
with as great reuercnce as pofſi- 
ble may be. Wel reaſons Salamy: 
Ecc!,5,1. Be not raſh with thy month 
to ſpeake a word before God,why? He 
75 in heauen, thou art in earth-:there- 


fore let thy words bee few. This reue- 
rence muſtappearin holineſle of 


minde 
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mind & affeftion,& in all cortli- 
nes of geſture. And for this cauſe 
al wadring bythoughts & al vain 
bablingis to becauoided, But 
howe goes the caſe with vs, that 
on the times appointed come to 
the aſſemblies to pray? Many,by 
reaſs of their blindnes pray with 
out vnderſtanding. Many when 
they are preſet ar praier, yethaue 
their harts occupicd adout other 
matters, about their goodes and 
worldly buftnes : ſuch men haue 
no ioy or gladneſſc in praying; 
itisa burden to them. Manye 
come tothe a{lembly for cuſtom 
only or for fearc of puniſhment; 
if they might bee left free they 
could finde in their harts notto 
pray at all. But letall ſuch menne 
knowe, that this manner of 
praying is a very grecuous 

"> linne 
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ſinne; nay greater then mocking 
of father or mother, killing or 
ſtealing; foritis diredly againſt 
GOD, the other againſt men. 
This fin becauſe itis "againſt the 
firſt table, and therefore more 
hard to bee diſcerned,it is lightly 
eſteemed, and it lefle troubles 
the conſciences of ignoraunt 
men : yea as 1t 1s indeede, foitis 
to bec eſteemed as a diſgraceand 
plain mockery of Gods mateſty. 
Wherfore ſeingGod is in heaue, 
away with all drowſic and dead 
praying, Ictys come with reue- 
rece in ournarts before the lord. 
4.Againe weeare heer to con- 
ſider that our hearts in praier 
muſt mount vp into heauen, and 
there bee preſent with the Lord. 
Plalm.25 ,1. Yxtothee O Lord lift 1 
vppemy Soale, The little childe is 
NETUCcr 
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neuer well but when it is inthe 
fathers lappe or vnderthe fathers 
winge: andthe children of God 
are neuer in better caſe, then 
when in affection and ſpirit they 
canne come into the preſence of 
their heauenly father, and by 
prater as it were to creepe into 
his boſome. 

5.Laſtly this preface ſheweth 
that God isall ſufhicientasin all 
other things ſo in graunting our 
requeſts: God is willing to heare 
our praters in that hee is onr Fa- 
ther, andable to performe them 
becauſe he is in heauenand ther- 
fore almighty.

Hus much of the Preface - 


nowe tollowe the petitions.

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They be ſix in number:the three 
firſt concerne God, and his glo- 
ry : the other three concerne our 
ſelues.

Qneition, Why 1s this pett- 
tion Hallowed bee thy Name lette 
inthe firſtplace ? Anſwere, Be- 
cauſe Gods glorye mult bee pre- 
ferred before all things : be- 
cauſe it is the ende of all crea. 
tures, and of all the counſciles 
of God. Prouerbes. 16, verle.4. 
T he Lorde hath made all thinges - 

is 
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bs owne ſake, yea euen the wicked for 
the day of euyll; And from the or- 
der of the petitions hcere arifcth 
a worthye inſtruction; namelie 
that cuery one in all things they 
take in hand, are to propounde 
tothemlelues and to intend the 
glorye of GOD. Thereaſon is 
this. The ende which GOD 
hath appoined to all our doo- 
ings, weareto propound to our 
ſelues : but G OD hath appoin- 
ted that the higheſt ende of all 
our dooings ſhould bee his glo- 
ric : therefore our hearts muſt 
bee (et toſecke itfirſt of all. That 
God will hauehis nameglorifi- 
ed by vs, appeareth in this; that 
he puniſheth thoſe which of ob- 
ſtinacie ſet theſclues to diſhonor 
him or by negligence did not 
lanaitic lum, when they _ 
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hauedoone ſo, Herod ſitting in 
his royaity,made ſuch an oratio, 
that the people cried the voyce 
ofa Godandnotofa man : and 
immediatly the Aungell of the 
lord ſmote him, becauſe he gaue 
not the glory to God, Act.12,23. 


And Moyſes becauſe hee did not 


landtifie the Lord inthe preſence 
ofthe children of Ifſracll, there- 
fore hee came notinto the lande 
of promiſe, yet hee did but faile 
in dooing of it. Thus wee mayc 
ſee by theſe puniſhments and al- 
ſo by the order of the petitions 
thatit is our duties to perfer the 
glorie of God before all thinges 
elie, 

2neſt.Whetherare we to pre- 
fer the glory of God before the 
ſaluation of our ſoules? Anſwere, 
If the cale ſtand thus, that Gods 
game 
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name muſt bce diſhonoured or 
our ſoules condemned: we muſt 
account the glory of God more 
pretious then the faluation of 
ourſoules. This1s maniteſtin 
the order of the petitions. The 
petition that concernes G OD 5 
elorie is firſt, and the petitions 
that concerne directly our falua- 
tionare the fift and xt. Where- 
by wee are taught that before 
God ſhould wantany part of his 
olorie,wee are to letſoule and all 
goc,and let God haucall his glo- 
rie. This affeftion had Moyſes 
Exod. 32,32. When hee faid E#- 
ther foreine them,or if thouwtlt not, 
blot my name out of thy booke. 

In this petition as alſo in the 
reſt, wee muſt obſcrue three 
things:the firſt is the meaning of 


the words,the ſecond,the wants 
whicl 
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which menne muſt learne to be. 
waile, the thirde, the graces of 
God whichare to bee delired.

in mee? wait on God. 
Many there are that will ſtand 
ypon the ſtrength of their faich, 
& plead for themſclues that they 
neuer doubted,but they are faire 
wide: for true faith being imper- 
feR,is alwais accompanied witft 
doubting more orleſſe. Where- 
fore the hart which feels no dou- 
ting, is not filled with faith, but 
with preſumption. As for them 
which are moleſted with'doub- 
tings, and complaine of them, 
they haue lefle cauſe to feare,for 
as fire & water do neuer ſtriue til 
they meet : no more doth doub- 
ting and ynbelicte, til faith come 
into a man. 
To conclude, wee ſe whatan 
M excel. 
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excelent work praier is; in which 
two moſt excellent graces of a 
Chriſtian man be ſhewed forth, 
hungering after mercy and faith: 
this might moue men to learne 
to pray. prater being the exerciſe 
of gracc. 


Ofthe wſe of the Lords Prater. 
THe principal vic of the Lords 

praier is to dire&tgods church 
in making their praters in all pla- 
ces,atall times,and vppon all oc- 
caſ16s,thogh their praiers ſhould 
be innumerable : and vnles they 
be framed after this, they cannot 
bee right. 

In the vfing of it for diretion 
there be three things required.r. 
The firft is the knowledge'of the 
Lordes prater, and all the parts 
thereof, He that would pray,by 

| It 
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it muſt vnderſtand the meaning 
thereof,the wants therein to bee 
bewailed,& the graces to bee de- 
fired, for which end it hath been 
expounded, 2, Knowing this, 
thcris in the ſecond place requi- 
red thus much skill,that he bee a- 
bleto refer euery wantand grace 
to one of the 6. petitions:for ex- 
ample, feeling in himſelf pride of 
hart, hee muſt be able to ſay, this 
isa want in the 1.petition: 6 fee- 
ling arebellion and flowneſſein 
doing gods commandement,he 
muſt beable to ſay, this is aſinto 
be praied againſt in the 3. petitis, 
Thus, eucry want hee muſt refer 
to his proper hed;again,hee muſt

And ir ſerues 
to makea thankſgiuing to God; 
Thus let a man remember all the

For the firſt,it is made to God the

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father,who is deſcribed by iwo titles. 

Thefirſt, The God of our Lorde 
Telus Chriſt, namely as Chriſt is 
man : for as Chriitis God he is equal 
with the father : T he ſecond, the ta- 
ther of glorie, that is 4 glorins fa- 
ther, and he is ſo called to diftinentſh 
him from earthly fathers. 

T he matter of the prater ftanaes 
on two principall pointes : Firſt he 
asketh of God, the {pirite of wil- 
dome, whereby the ſeruantes of God 
are inabled to diſcerne out of the 
word, in enery buſinefie which they 
take in hand, whether it bee in worde 
or deed, what ought to bee done,and 
what ought to bee left undone; as alſo 
the circumſtances, the time, place, 
manner of doing any thine. 

Secondly he prazeth for the ſpirit 
of reuelation, whereby the faithful 
hav their whole eſtate before God,re- 
wealed 
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mealed onto them according to the 
worde. thething it ſelfe beetng other - 
wiſe ſecret and hidden. 1. Cor. 2,94 
10.12. Further the worke of this (pt- 
rite in the godly is twofold, the one 
concernes God himfelfe,the other the 
*h7nes of Go. 

T he worke of the ſpirite ef reuel4- 
tion, which reſpettes God himſelfe is 
an acknowledgement of the fa. 
ther or of Chriſt. Nowe to acknow- 
ledze God the father, is not onely to 
know,and confeſſe that hee is a father 
of the faithfull, bur alſo to bercſolued 
in conſcience that he is a father to me 
in perticuler. Secondly that Chrifl is 
not onely in generall a Sanionr of the 
eleft,but that hee ts in ſpeciall my S4- 
wiour and redeemer. 

T he ſecond worke of this ſpirite

 Inwhich woras is ſet down a deſcrip- 


tion of the Church, firſt it is aFami- 
ly, becauſe it is the company of Gods 
elet children under the egouernemet 
of one father: 1.Tim.3,15. It is cal- 
led the houſe of God. Epheſ.2,19. 
T hey that beleene are ſaid to be of the

Faith is when a man beeing ſeriouſly 
humbled for his ſinnes, is farther in 
Conſcience perſwaded, and reſolued of 
the pardon of then and of reconcilia-

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ticn to God. Now wheve this perſwa- 
ſton is indeed, there follows nec eſſarily 
Chriſts awelling in the heart, which 
ſtands in two thines, the firſti is the 
ruling and ordering o of the thoughts, 
afſettions and deſir ves of the hcart ac- 
cording to his will, as a maiſter rules 
tn 1s houſe:the ſecond is the continu- 
ance of his rule. For he cannot beſaid 
zo dwell in a place, whorules in it but 
Yor a aay. 

T he third, is the knowledge and 
the ackuowledoement of the infinite 
greatneſſe of Gods lone in Chriſt, an 
rffec? of the former. verſe 18. 19. the 
Jl are thus explaned, R ooted 
and grounded. Heere he lowe of 
God wherewith hee lones the elefF.is 
a5 4 roote and foundation of all G ods 
benefi tes,election, vocation, inſtifica- 
tion and glorification : Meg are r00- 
red and groundedin lone, when Gods: 


4 | ” 4 ſpirit 
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ſpirit aſſures their harts of Gods loue, 
& doth gine them ſome inward ſenſe 
and fecling of it. For then they are 
as it were ſenſiblie put into the root, 
and laid on the foundation: With all 
ſaints :Paule deſires this benefite,not 
 onely to the Epheſians but alſo to all 
the faithful with them. Whar 1s the 
length,the bredth. Heerezs a ſpeech 
borrowed from 2eomitritians,and it 
(renifies the abſolme greatreſſe or in- 
finiteneſse of Gods lone, and that it 
is like a worlae, which for length, 
bredth, heizht and depth is cnd- 
leſſe. Heere note the order of recci- 
uing grace. Firſt, Chriſt dewlles in 
the heart byfaith : 2: then comes 4 
ſenſe and feeling of Gods loue as it 
were by certaine droppes thereof:

And knowe the 
lone of Chriſt,#heſe words(4s 1 take 
) are an expoſition of the former, 
for to comprehende the loue of GOD, 
7s nothing els but to know the lone of 
Christ : Conſidering that all whome 
the father loucth, hee loneth them in 
chriſt-which paſleth knowledge: 
T hat is, whichfor thegreatneſſe of it 
20 man can fully know, = 
T he fourth thine is the fulneſſe of 
Goas graces verſe 19, Heere the ful- 
ncſle of God, doth not frentfie ful- 
zeſſe of the godhcad or dinine nature, 
but the perfection of the inner man 
which ſhall not bee till after this life. 
Now followes the thankeſeining, 
or the praiſe of God, ver.
